Neither of hig owners, nor any- 
one connected with him, backed him to any 
extent last Saturday, as he is still suffering 
from cracked heels, but Mr. Frank Barling 
had a good bet about him on winning. 
TAFFYTUS DISAPPOINTS. 

The racing was poor at Kempton this after- 
noon. In the Norbiton Ste -eplechase, Taffy- 
tus was made favourite, but he could never 
go the pace set by The Sheriff, a horse bred by 
the late Mr. Cullinan, whom Whitaker ran in 
preference to Libretto mé Palm Oil. Ridden 
by the unknown jockey, G. Turner, he went 

a splendid gallop all the way, and, easily re- 
sisting the challenge of Kirkharle, beat the 
Weyhill horse by four lengths.

Then 
at the last he swerved, and, jumping the 
rails, threw Dick Rees.

I had thought Le Cellier a good thing for 
the Middlesex Steeplechase this afternoon, 
but through being awarded the Hurst Park 
event by the disqualification of Mitchells his 
weight has gone up 141b.

The Lord Chief Justice, in giving judg- 
ment, ssid that prior to the 22nd October, 
1922, a man named Robert Cullen “was em- 
ployed by Patrick Hogan from week to week. 
at an assistant in the licensed premises 
an at 68 Upper Dorset street. 
On that date Cullen was arrested by Govern- 
ment forces and imprisoned by the Executive 
Government, and so remained unti] 29th Sep- 
tember, 1923.° During that period no eom- 
munication of any kind passed between Cullen 
and his employer, but Hogan kept the place 


4 open for him until the month of January, 


1923.. On the Ist October, 1923, Cullen 
came to Hogan and demanded reinstatement 
in the position which he held prior to and 
at the time of his arrest, and Hogan refused 
to do so, as the position had heen and was 
then filled. This refusal was folloWed by a 
demand in-writing, dated 20th October, from 
‘ of the Irish National Union of 
Vintners’, Grocers’ and Allied Trades’ As- 
sistants demanding reinstatement, to which 
Mr. Hogan replied on the 31st October stat- 
ing that he had nó vacancy,’ being fully 
staffed. The General Secretary replied on 
the. lst November that unless the demand 
was complied with on or before Monday, the 
5th November, the stAff, who were members 
of the Union,.would be withdrawn on that 
date. Mr. Hogan not having taken any no- 
tice of this letter, on the 6th November 
Eamonn Cooney, the President of the Union, 
entered Mr. Hogan’s premises and called. out 
all the employés, alleging a trade dispute, 
but it was found in the case that at the 
time when Eamonn Cooney so entered the 
premises there was, in fact, no dispute. of 
any kind existing. On the following day the 
Union placed a picket on the front of the 
business premises, distributing a handbill 
which contained-the following words :—‘‘Re- 
fuse to support an employer who has refused 
to reinstate a member of his staff who was 
arrested and. released without, charge or 
trial.'”” The defendant was a member of the 
Union and belonged to the picket; and was 
a member of the picket, and distributed: the 
handbills. In these circumstances the learned 
magistrate found that there. was not at any 
time since the 29th September, 1923, a trade 
dispute within the ‘meaning of Section 5 (3) 
of the Trades Dispute Act, 1906, in which 
Patrick Hogan was engaged, and the question 
the Court was asked was whether he was 
correct in point of law in his determination. 
In the case it seemed to him (the Lord 
Chief Justice) that there was ample evidence 
to, sustain the magistrate’s finding that there 
was no trode dispute.

DECREE GRANTED. 


‘Before Mr. Justice Dodd, sitting without 
a jury, the ease of Dowling v. O'Flynn came 
on for hearing. This was an application 
by the plaintift, Joseph Dowling, for eject- 
ment for overholding, in respect of two rooms 
on the ground figor and three rooms .on the 
top floor of the house 3 Kensington Villas, 
Rathmines, which were, by agreement dated 
7th March, 1923, let to the defendant, Hugh 
U’Flynn, for a period of six months. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., who, with Mr. Hector 
Hughes (instructed by Mr. Frank J. Allen), 
appeared for the plaintiff, said that the plein- 
tiff had been for a great. number of years the 
tenant of this house at a rent of 852 10s. a 
year. Early in 1923 his mother-in-law, who 
was living at 70 North Circular road, was 
making arrangements to visit Australia, and 
asked the plaintiff and his wife to livé in her 
house while she was away. The plaintiff 
agreed to do this, and let the rooms in his 
house at 3 Kensington Villas, to the de- 
fendant for six months from the 7th March, 
1923, at per week, The plaintiff's 
mother-in-law found that she was not, able 
to go to Australia, and it became necessary 
for .the plaintiff to find accommodation’ in 
Belgrave square, for which he had to pi 
£79 a year. The defence was the Restriction 
of Rents Act. No rent had been paid by the 
defendant sitice the 24th August last Counsel 
submitted that the case was one to which: the 
Restriction of Rents Act did not apply. 

Mr. Murnahan (instructed by Mr. Latirence 
J. O'Neill) appeared for the defendant, and 
called his client, who stated that he signed 
the agreement on cendition that the plaintiff 
carried out his promise to secure for him one 
of two other houses in the event of his having 
to leave á Kensington Villas. The defendant 
did not refuse to pay the rent, but asked for 
a reduction of the rent, as it was very high. 
The defendant had no place to go, with his 
wife and family of eight children, if he were 
put out of the rooms. 

His lordship gave a decree for possession.

QUESTION OF “JURISDICTION. 


An_ important judgment was delivered in 
the King's Bonch, Dublin, consisting of the 
Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Dodd and Mr. 
Justice Samuels, in the application. of the 
King (Armstrong) v. ‘the County @ourt Judge 
of Wicklow, for a writ ól prohibition. 

The Lord Chief Justice, in.defivering judg- 
ment, said that Michael ee jotnee ty 
Manistee as a. quartermaster ‘at G n, 
Liverpool,-on the 1st May, 1922, and'on ‘the 19th. 
May, 1922, he met with an accident on the. 
ship in Jamaica Harbour, in respect of whiclr 
a claim for compensation under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1906, was alleged to 
have arwen. - Mr. Bolger lived at 9 Pearse 
street, Arklow, Co. “Wicklow, ‘and the owners 
of the ship were Mesérs,. Elders ard Fyffes, 
Ltd., an English company, incorporated under 
the Companies Act; und having their regis- 
tered office at 31 and 32 Bow street; London. 
The ship was a British ship, registered at the 
Port of Liverpool, and it was admitted that 
she had not’ been at any relevant time within 
the jurisdiction of the Itish Free State, and 
that the company had not any office, place of 
business, or agent. within such -jumsdiction. 
On the Ist September, 1923,. Michael Bolger 
catised to be issued a request for arbitration 
between him and the owners of.the ship in the 
County Court of Wicklow, being the county in 
which he resided, ahd the application was sent 
by post to the owners of the ship, Messrs. 
Elders and Fyffes, Ltd. . The. company, 
through their. secretary, Mr. Armstrong, pro- 
secutor, ‘applied to that Court oi the 17th 
October last for a writ of prohjbition directed 
to the County Court, Judge.of Wioklow  pto- 
hibiting® him from hearing, é 

roceeding with the apphcation of; Michael 

olger on the grounds (1) that there was no 
urisdiction: in law in the County Court Judge 
in the County of Wicklow to he»r or entertam 
the arbitration, proceedings ; ‘and (2)' that the. 
proceedings had been wrongly. instituted in 
the Court of the County Wicklow, inasmuch 
as the subject matter thereto was without the 
jurisdiction of the “Wree State. . The Court 

ranted a conditional order, and cause having 
Seen shown against it by Michael Bolger and 
also on behalf of the County Court Judge, the 
case now came-before the Court on an applica- 
tion by the prosecutor to make. the. order, 
absolute. It had been argued on “behalf ot 
Bolger that he was clearly entitled to the 
relief which he sought before the coming into 
existence of the Free State, and that the 
creation of the Free State had not’ affected 
such right. The .proseeutor, on the other 
hand, contehded that the Erish Fyee State was 
now to be deemed a foreign country, apd that 
the Courts of that State’ had no juvisdiction 
to hear or determine the present applic:tion. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that under the 
Constitution (Article 1) the Irish Free State 
was declared to be a cp-eqital member of the 
community of nations forming the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. It was. provided 
by Article 64 that the iudicial power oí the 
Irish Free State should «be exercised and 
justice administered in the public Courts 
established by the Oireachtas by Judges ap- 
pointed in the manner provided: by. Article 68 
of the Constitution. The case had been argued 
as if those Courts had been already estab- 
lished, and the question had arisen as to the 
powers of the Courts so established to make 
persons in England amenable to the jurisdic- 
tion or to enforce decrees in the country of 
such Courts. It was, however, to be remem- 
bered that these Courts had not yet been 
established; and that both the Superior Courts 
and the County Courts were at. present sitti 
with their jurisdiction uymmpaired. The Ko 
of Article 73 of the Constithfion was to con- 
tinue the Workmen’s Compensation Act in 
this country. In his opinion it was clear that 
the owners of the vessel, although an English 
company, could have been made amenable to 
the jurisdiction of the Cognty Court in Wick- 
low under Rule 81 before the Irish Frée State 
came into éxistence, and he was equally clear 
that so long as the present. Courts and the 
present Judges remained the liability. of the 
owners of the vessel was unchanged, He pro- 
‘nounced no opinion as to the. effect of the 
creation of the new Courts; and he was quite 
aware that certain difficulties may arise in 
enforcing an order: of. the County Court 
of Wicklow in England in - consequence 
of the provision of « the -order~ of the 
King in Council; dated 27th March, 1923 (the 
Irish Free State Cons@qguential Adaptation of 
Knactments Order, 1923), bút, as. the Co. Court 
had jurisdiction and power: to entertain the 
matter, it was not possible to grant a writ 
of prohibition.

Str,—With reference to your Jeading article 
of Wednesday on the Air Defence debate in 
arliament, I would be grateful 


following remarks. 

A very clear line of distinction exists be- 
tween those who believe in the doctrine that 
the way to peace is preparedness for war and 
those who do not. On the one side stand 
those whose ideal is peace based u 
powerful and ready to defend; on t 
those whose ideal a gan through eoncilia- 
tion, co-operation arrangement for pre- 
serving amity.. History proves that the former 
ideal is visionary. From many examples, such 
as the competitions in land and ‘sea forces 
which took place between 1860 and the out- 
break of the Great War, it is plain that 
peace cannot be attained in that way. Recent 
developments in armaments demonstrate that 
it is quite impracticable. To follow to its 
logical conclusion the policy of having im 
mense forces to assure peace, nations auch as 
Gteat Britain would require to spend 100% 
of their present total revenue on armaments, 
and the present total revenue of Great Britain 
would net in her case even suffice. Aside 
from this consideration, chemical warfare has 


arms, 


frightiulness, far beyond the stage it is 
generally believed to have reached. If two 
or more nations pile up armaments in competi- 
tion with each other, the day comes when 
one, unable to stand the economic strain any 
onger, must strike swiftly and viciously for 
her life. 

To follow to’ its logical conclusion the prin- 
ciple upon which the British Government is 
acting, as defined by the Under-Secretary for 
Air, 1s the only truly sensible and practical 
way to prevent war It is the way of the 
Washington Conference. Peace can be 
assured by agreement to limit armaments. 
To make such arrangements for peace, evi- 
dence of good-will has to be shown. The 
"“ Wilsonian ardours’’ of the British Govern- 
ment are sane, feasible and practicable ideals. 
They are shared by many millions of thinking 
men and women of all nationalities to-day. 

The League of Nations brought together a 
number of highly competent people, experts 
on military, naval, air and financial matters, 
including representatives of the workers’ and 
the employers’ groups in the International 
Labonr Bureau, to form a temporary mixed 
commission to examine the question of the 
growth of armaments: Thus, for over two 
peers the best brains of some thirty nations 
ave been quietly working out a draft scheme 
for a general reduction and limitation of 
armaments linked with a geveral treaty of 
mutual guarantees against aggreasion. ‘ This 
pee is now receiving the attention of all 
/overnments..of nations members of the 

gue, and it is ohe of the most momentous 
matters current in the domain of high inter- 
hational politics. The Government of Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald is‘ right in not being back- 
ward in all efforts towards the realisation of 
such an agreement: It is preparing for peace.

AUSTRALIA’S POST OFFICE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—A leading article in this morning a 
edition of your paper dealt with an article hy 
an Australian in reference to the postal service 
of his country. [ have just returned from 
Australia,. and it affords me the greatest 
leasure to be in a position to state that the 
eprecation of the Australian. postal service is 
entirely unwarrantable and groundless. The 
writer compares England with Australia— 
what an analogy! Australia is quite as large 
as the United States of America, while Eng- 
land, with her 40,000 or 50,000 square miles, 
would scarcely be missed out of it. 

I have lived for some vears in Australia, 
and the mail was always delivered by 
breakfast-time; anything earlier ís unneces- 

y. The evening mail was never Jater than 
2.50 p.m. In the cities all letters posted 
before 9.30 p.m. found their destination next 
thorning throughout the cities and suburban 
areas. An Australian does not expect to get 
a Jetter by return post. when he writes, say, 
from Svdnev to Melbourne or from Brisbane 
to Perth. From Sydney to Melbourne is 600 
miles, and a letter posted in Sydney on Mon- 
day evening arrives in Melbourne at one 
o'clock on Tuesday, so that it is delivered on 
that evening; but little time is left for a 
reply. Erom Melbourne to Perth usually takes 
from three to four days. 

‘For a mian living in oe “ Bush '” the postal 
61 tic, and this is as vou 
might expect. Very few Governments will 
build a post office, pay a postmaster and staff, 
run a car or railroad one hundred odd miles 
from the nearest town, and the other modus 
operands connected with the quick discharge 
of letters, all for the convenience of one or 
two squatters. The writer of the article in 
the Daily Telegraph must have lived in the 
“Bush” before he came over to the old 
“ dart. ” 

With regard to the post office staffs, I have 
had — with them in Sydney, Melbourne, 
Adelaide, Perth, Brisbane, and many other less 
important towns, and have always found them 
civil, courteous and obliging at all times. 
Their one object is to do their best for every- 
hody. . The writer says that the postal service 
good as it was sOme years ago. 
There is no deterioration in the service, while 
mmprovements are numerous.. The mails are 
now sorted whilé en route from Fremantle to 
Melbourne. This means a day spared in the 
post office, The cost of posting has been 
reduced by one halfpenny on a letter, and is 
now ijd. and will soon be a penny.—Yours,

Divorce in the Free State. 


Three applications for leave to introduce 
divorce bills have been laid in the Private 
Bill Office of-the Free State Parliament ; 
and they confront the Goverment and 
the Girecacktas with a peculiarly difficult 
problem. Before the 6th December, 1922, 
an Irish citizen, having obtained. a 
judicial separation for sufficient cause in 
the Trish Law Courts, could proceed to 
get a full divorce by means of a private 
bill, introduced in the House of Lords. 
Now we have turned our backs on the 
Imperial Parliament, and the domiciled 
citizen of the Free State who desires this 
form of relief must seek it from the 
native Legislature. What are his—or 
her—prospects of success? The Free 
State Constitution makes no specific ‘pro- 
vision for the granting of divorce; but an 
obvious analogy is that of Canada, where 
divorce comes within the exclusive 
authority of the Federal Parliament of 
the Dominion. It would seem, therefore, 
that, unless special legislation is intro- 
duced to meet this difficulty—and there 
has been hitherto no hint of such legis- 
lation—the marriage of a domiciled 
subject of the Free State can be dissolved 
only by a legislative Act of the Free State 
Parliament, It is on this presumption, 
no doubt, that the present applications 
have beén laid in the Private Bill Office; 
but two difficulties arise. These bills 
of divorcement cannot come before the 
Oireachtas—on the British analogy they 
would be introduced in the Senate—until 
the Examiner has reported that their pro- 
moters have complied with the Standing 
Orders. There exists, however, no Stand- 
ing Order that provides for divorce bills, 
and the Joint Committee on Standing 
Orders has no power to deal with pro- 
cedure for such bills unless it is so 
authorised by both Houses. Will the 
Senate and Dail give such authority ; and, 
if they give it, how will even the most 
deserving claimants for relief fare at the 
hands of majorities in both Houses? This 
is a Roman Catholic country; there is 
@ preponderating majority of . Roman 
Catholics in both “Houses of Parliament, 
and their Church’s teaching on the subject 
of divorce is known to all the world. 

We have stated the problem in the 
baldest terms because it demands clear 
thinking and cannot be shirked, On 
the one hand, every good Protestant 
in this country is ready to recog- 
nise the profound sincerity of his Roman 
Catholic fellow-countrymen’s religious con- 
victions, and to acknowledge that the 
State’s legislative work has been free 
hitherto from the slightest taint of 
sectarian prejudice. All such Protestants 
must be. genuinely anxious to 
situations that would create, or would 
seem to create, conflicts between the

Rumours and Facts. 


The demand by Dail Fireann for all 
the evidence which was produced before 
th» Special Committee on wireless '' broad- 
casting” in the Free State will be 
welcomed by everybody. Since the first 
rumour escaped from behind the closed 
doors of the committee room tongues have 
been wagging, and the most fantastic 
stories have been in circulation. We 
supported Deputy Thomas Johnson's pro- 
posal to establish another committee for 
the purpose of investigating the alleged 
scandals, because we were anxious that 
the purely technical problem of “ broad- 
casting ’’ should be separated entirely from 
all extraneous complications. The publi- 
cation of all the evidence will serve this 
purpose equally well. In the Dail yester- 
day President Cosgrave proposed the 
appointment of the new committee and 
was supported by Mr. Kevin O'Higgins ; 
but in the course of the debate which 
followed Major Bryan Cooper and others 
made such a strong case for complete 
publicity that Mr. O'Higgins changed 
his mind and the President  with- 
drew his motion. The debate will 
be resumed on next Wednesday; but 
in the meanwhile the Speaker will 
arrange for the publication of all the 
evidence, and every person whose name is 
mentioned in the various documents will 
be invited to make a statement, which will 
be incorporated in the final volume. Mr. 
Hayes said yesterday that the complete 
evidence would cover 500 columns—pre- 
sumably of the Free State “ Hansard ’’— 
and the actual work of printing will 
occupy three weeks, The evidence will be 
placed at the disposal of the general 
public, which will be able to form its own 
opinion of the whole business. We 
understand that all sorts of irrelevant 
documents have been “put in”; but the 
matter has been magnified so gravely that 
nothing but the whole truth will satisfy 
the public. 

The whole business of wireless “ broad- 
casting ” in the Free State has been 
bungled badly. Licences are being issued 
now, and thousands of people in all parts 
of the country have purchased receiving 
sets; but so far no arrangements have 
been made for a transmission station in 
Dublin, and those who cannot afiord valve 
sets are denied the simple luxury of 
crystals, We have no wish to dictate a 
“wireless ’’ policy to the Post Office; but 
the fact remains that, while all this 
bickering is in progress, the utmost con- 
fusion anfl disorganisation prevail. We 
agree thoroughly with those deputies 
who insist that the whole matter 
ought to be under some kind of official 
control, and the success of the British 
policy suggests that it might be followed 
with advantage in the Free State. There 
is no reason why the rumoured “ scandals’”’ 
should be allowed to interfere with the 
progress of “broadcasting ' proper. Now 
that the evidence is about to ‘be pub- 
lished, the country may be trusted to 
judge the matter for itself, and the efforts 
of those in authority ought to be concen- 
trated on placing the control of “ broad- 
casting ” in all its ramifications on a 
sound and efficient footing. If we are 
to have an Irish “ Broadcasting '' 
pany, it must be composed of firms 
in which everybody can have the most 
implicit confidence. Firms of the nature 
of Irish Developments, Limited, must be 
given a wide berth, and the slightest sug- 
gestion of “ graft’? must be avoided. 
Recent events in the United States con- 
stitute a valuable warning ; for they show 
clearly that in public affairs the smallest 
speck of mud which is thrown at an 
undertaking or an individual invariably 
leaves a nasty stain. With a little judg- 
ment all the fuss and pother of the last 
few months in the Free State could have 
been avoided. Now there can be no excuse 
for further blunders.

Fears for the Franc. 


Much wild speculation on the Paris 
Bourse has accompanied the startling fall 
of the franc. As a remedy the Ministers 
of the Interior and of Finance are taking 
steps to prohibit foreigners from entering 
the Bourse without official permits. 
Several foreign speculators already have 
been expelled from France, and French 
opinion is disposed to blame Germany s 
activity in neighbouring countries for 
the franc’s eollapse. Reports tell of 
enormous purchases by American and 
other foreign visitors, who are profiting 
by the rate of exchange. The French 
Customs insisted on a payment of several 
thousand francs by passengers for the 
right of taking their baggage in the

purchase of French goods by foreigners 
will inerease the price for native buyers,

France and that foreign buyers ought to 
be required to pay “a sum approximately 
equal to the replacement value of the 
mer¢handite sold to them,” in addition to 
the sale price.

A scheme is on foot to make Birmingham 
a seaport by means of a canal which 
would connect the city with the Bristol 
Channel, on the model of the Manchester 
Ship Canal. The advantages would be 


'very great, since Birmingham is the most 


isolated among British cities of its size and 
industrial importance. Marine transport 
normally is much cheaper than rail trans- 
port; but the first years of the proposed 
canal would be critical. Mr, P. H. Carter, 
Chairman of the Special Canals Com- 
mittee which was appointed by the Bir- 
mingham City Council, calculates that the 
annual charge for interest and sinking 
fund would be £200,000. A small reduc- 
tion of freight charges by the railway 
companies would climinate the canal’s 
estimated margin of superiority. Promises 
of substantial support are essential to 
the inception of the undertaking, as for 
a few years it would be faced, almost cer- 
tainly, with an annual deficit. Worcester, 
Bristol and Gloucester, however, have 
sent encouraging expressions of approval ; 
and in Birmingham the general feeling is 
favourable, although no’ definite promises 
have been received. The estimated cost 
of the canal is £2,500,000, and the Govern- 
ment will be approached with a request for 
financial assistance. It is not unlikely that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will be sym- 
pathetic; for the scheme would furnish 
a large amount of employment and, if it 
were successful, would give a considerable 
impetus to British trade.

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HIS MAJESTY AND HOUSING.

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

Apart from the broad humour of Mr. Kirk- 
wood, the Labour member from Dunbarton, 
in a on the bousin. | 
afternoon 's debate on the i 
Bill—a private member's measure, for which 
Mr. B. Gardiner was responsibie—was a very 
dull affair, indeed. In moving the second 
reading, Mr. Gardiner claimed that the bill 
diffe matenally from the last Rent 
Restriction Act, in that the present one was 
framed in the interests of the tenants, whilst 
the previous bill was all to the advantage of 
the jandlords. It proposed to extend the 
period of full control from June 25, 1925, to 
1928, and it narrowed the owner sg right to 
recover possession to showing that he requirsd 
the premises for his personal occupation, It 
further reduced the permissible rent increase, 
and provided for a reduction of rent -as the 
rates fell. 

* * ° * * 

Mr. Westwood, as a tenant, spoke feelingly 
of the hard treatment which had been mcted 
out to him by the operation of the existing 
rent restriction legislation. Repairs, for which 
ostensibly an increased rent was charged, 
were, he said, practicaily non-existent. In 
one house, when the bed was removed from 
the wall, the tenant could easily *‘ pinch the 
margarine from the table of the next-door 
house,” He chaffed the English members 
with possessing a hmited knowledge of whit 
bad housing really meant. “In Scotland, in 
1921, there were no fewer than 124,367 one- 
apartment houses, and some of them found 
accommodation, or lack of it, for twelve 
persons. ‘‘ Lhe finest race on God's earth,” 
déclared Mr. Westwood, in a ringing voice, 
** were housed far worse than pigs.” 

The case for the small property owners 
was put forward by Coionel Fremantle, the 
Conservative member for St. Alban’s, who 
based his objection to the bill on the ground 
that no alterations ought to be made in the 
old Act pending a {ull inquiry into its work- 
ing. 

As a Liberal, Mr. Harcourt Johnstone gave 
a qualified approval to the bill, which really 
ought, he said, to have been brought in by 
the Government, and not left to a private 
member. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, as the author of 
the last Act, was quite willing that amend- 
ments which experience had shown to be 
necessary should be made to it, but he pro- 
tested against the ‘‘ one-sided provisions ” of 
the measure now before the House. The 
shortage of houses was at the root of the 
whole thing, and the continuance of contro! 
would do more to restrict building than any- 
thing else. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Health, left it to 
his chief to deal with the merits of the bill. 
He confined himself to an expression of 
opinion that an inquiry into the working of 
the present Act was unnecessary, and would 
involve a deporable delay. 

The debate was continued by Sir Charles 
Wilson, who affected not to be unduly per- 
turbed by the frequent interruptions of Mr. 
Kirkwood, beyond remarking, “ | cannot pro- 
ceed whilst this fog horn is sounding.”

Mr. Kirkwood said that he was glad for 
once to find himself in full accord with 
royalty. Bw tradition it is not considered 
proper and fitting to introduce His Majesty's 
name in debates, but the hon. member re- 
marked, amid laughter, that he had taken his 
own legal opinion, and considered that he was 
entitled to state that the King had stated 
that what was wanted was not houses but 
homes for the people.

and it is understood that these were placed 
across the open top of the sarcophagus, and 
the lid was lowered on to them. 

The inner steel gate and the outer door 
were then closed with new padlocks, and the 
party proceeded to the laboratory, forced the 
padlocks, and re-secured the door with Go- 
vernment locks.

The official debates of the House 
of Commons have a great record. for 
accuracy, and, therefore, it is not alto- 
gether surprising to find them attempting 
to break the ice by starting with a little 
mild Scots. “Do ye no mind when you 
were in office yrself?’’ is a remark quoted 
to-day.

An Irish Hero. 


I am informed by the National Lifeboat 
Institution that its bronze medal has been 
awarded to an Irish lfeboatman hero in 
the person of Andrew Young, of the 
Cloughey lifeboat, for his prompt action 
and fine seamanship when the vessel under 
his command rescued from death the crew 
—five in number—of the Helgoland, which 
was totally wrecked in a strong gale with 
a heavy sea on January 12th. The story 
is a very fine one; fcr it appears that 
when the news of the wreck was receiv! 
the coxswain of the lifeboat was away, 
while the second coxswain was dying. A 
brother of the two former men, Andrew 
Young, teck charge and handled the boat 
It was out in the gale 
from half-past eleven at night until nine 
o'clock the next morning. When Andrew 
Young reached home he found that: his 
brother had died two hours after the 
launching. 


Prince of Scotland. 


The proposal made by Dr. Walter Seton 
to the Queen last night, that Scottish 
people would like the Prince of Wales to 
be called Prince of Scotland, is probably 
true, and, if they want it very much, 
they will, no doubt, get their own way in 
time. It is true that the eldest son of 
the Sovereign is Prince of Scotland fron 
the moment when his father ascends th: 
throne, and that he is created Prince o! 
Wales some time afterwards: but the 
elest son of James I., the first Scottish 
King in England,:. was promptly created 
Prince of Wales. and his Princedom of 
Scotland was left behind him. The 
Princedom of Wales is a title held in 
very strong affection by English people, 
and they will certainly resent any attempt 
to merge it in the old Scottish honour.

DUBLIN PORT SCHEME. 


The Dail met at 11.40 yesterday. 

Mr. Alfred Byrne asked President Cos zrave 
whether the Government had received an ap- 
ba from the Dublin Port and Docks 

oard for a grant to relieve unemployment 
in Dublin, and whether the Board would 
receive the grant to carry on their reclama- 
tion scheme and provide deep-water berthage. 

President Cosgrave said—I have been in- 
formed by the Finance Ministry that the 
application referred to has been received. 
Schemes to relieve unemployment in the City 
of Dublin which will receive assistance from 
money which the Government are making 
available for purposes of road construction, 
etc., are being formulated. The awards in 
respect of compensation cases made up to 
the present in the Recorder’s Court total over 
£300,000, of which £212,000 is in respect of 
buildings, It will, therefore, be observed 
that considerable provision for the relief of 
unemployment in the city has been made. 
The separate proposals of the Port and Docks 
Board obviously fall into a category by them- 
selves, and must of necessity be open to 
examination in the light of the previous 
sums, which are exclusive of the grants made 
in respect of housing, which are considerable 
in amount. 

Mr. Byrne asked if the reply meant a 
refusal of the request of the Board, which 
was to be allowed to proceed with repro- 
ductive works for the City of Dublin. 

President Cosgrave said that the Vort and 
Docks Board was not the City of Dublin, 
and it was not for the Government to keep 
the Board going. The Board’s proposals 
came into a category by themselves, and 
must be considered in a light by themselves. 

Mr. Byrne—Will the application be con- 
sidered ? 

The President—Within the four corners of 
the answer I have already given, the answer 

is in the affirmative.

MINISTER'S REPLY TO CRITICS. 
Mr. Blvthe, Minister for Finance, conclad-

“I have no hesitation in saying,” declared 
the Minister, “that the destruction of the 
last two vears can be taken to be absolutely 
and solely responsible for this particular 
“ut.”” 
He was aware that, apart from Army 
charges and compensation charges, for which 
that destruction was directly responsible, 
there would be a small deficit in revenue. 
The deficit would be such as_ they 
could make up by small savings that 
were being effected in several depart- 
ments; but they were now, as a result 
of the damage done, faced with a deficit so 
creat that it could not be met without much 
more drastic meastres. It was even cpon 
to doubt whether, put for the destruction of 
the last two vears, Where would be any deficit 
at all. The turmoil of the last two vears had 
driven a large number of people out of the 
country, whose presence would have resulted 
in employment, and that employment would 
have helped the revenue. Their presence in 
the country would mean income tax coming 
into the Exchequer. If they had not had 
the campaign: of destruction of the last two 
vears, without having to effect any particular 
economy, the Government would have been 
able to meet its expenditure. i 

In anv case, but íor the destruction of 
the last two years they would have heen 
able to make up the deficit withovt going to 
such lengths as they had had to go. Deputy 
Cole asked why the Government should re- 
duce the old age pensions first, why other 
methods of economy were not considered first. 
the Government had considered other 
methods of economy, and had actually put 
nto, operation “cuts” in the pay of the 
teachers, the Army and the police. Even if 
this bill went through, there wovld be cer- 
tain delava before there was a “cut ” in the 
old age pensions. They had to see how the 
deficit conld be made un, and there was no 
use in leaving ont of consider@n econdmies 
that. would give them large savings until thev 
had exercised methods which they knew would 
not give them as much. 


NO OTHER WAY. 

It would be quite easy to make half a dozen 
economies this year and half a dozen next 
vear, but they would all the time be increas- 
ing the debt. In no sense did they deal with 
old age pensions first. They only dealt with 
them after a survey of the position, and when 
they saw that there was no other way of 
balancing the Budget. 

It had been said that they were going to 
make the boundary question permanent as 
a result of the “cut.” He had no belief at all 
that it would have anv such result. He be- 
lieved that they would make the division of 
the country permanent if they let the country 
get into a serious condition financially. He 
asked people in the North during the last 
election if there was any refusal on the part 
of the old age pensioners to go to the polls, 
and he was told that there was not. It was 
wrong to say that, because people were old, 
they had neither sense nor patriotism, and to 
say that old age pensioners were going to turn 
their backs on patriotism because of the 
“out” was an insult to them. 

Dealing with other points raised in the de- 
bate, Mr. Blythe said that, certainly, the 
Government were not going to break the 

Tieaty. They stood for demanding their full 
rights under it, and any Government which 
did not take that attitude would act against 
the best interests of the country.

Mr. Winston Churchill was the principal 
speaker last night at the George Washington 

irthday Dinner of the English Speaking 
Union in London, which was attended by the 
American Ambassador and Mrs. Kellogg and 
the High Commissioners for Newfoundland, 
Australia, Canada and the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Churchill, in s ing of the improved 
relations between the United States and 
Great Britain, said :— 

““Am I not justified in saying, whatever 
misgiving there may be, however perplexing 

s may seem—am [ not right in saying 
that the Irish regen as a stumbling bloc 
between the British and American democracies 
has vanished out of existence?” (Cheers. 

Turning 
debt, Mr. Churchill said :— 

I do not pretend that all the difficulties are 
out of the way. If I were to assure Mr. 
Kell that every man, woman and child 
in the United Kingdom got up every morning 
and thanked God for the settlement of the 
American debt, I should be going a little 
beyond even what is incumbent upon me in 
the position I hold. (Laughter.) But, after 
all, that is only one thing. When they looked 
aback upon the past and saw how the comrade- 
ship of the English-speaking peoples had ad- 
vanced they had reason to be encouraged. 
Whereas the military recollections of the two 
nations were those of strife and were in hos- 
tility with one another, they now had a 
common ground of comradeship in the line of 
battle. (Cheers.) 

The American Ambassador, in reply to the 
toast of his health, said that he yielded to 
no man in his admiration for the statesman- 
ship of the British Government in its action 
in the great Washington Conference for the 
limitation’ of armaments. A really true and 
lasting Entente between the British people 
and the United States could not be made 
to-day, nor could it be made “between any 
countries by treaties, by offensive or defensive 
alliance, or by treaties made by a few men 
who hap d to be in power. A lasting 
Entente, which outlast written treaties, 
could only be made through common purposes, 
common ideals, and a common knowledge of 
each other—by a due regard of each other's 
rights and a tolemgnce that he believed existed 
in the British. Empire. and in the United 
States. He concluded by declaring that the 
British Empire and the United States were 
travelling along the difficult path of progress 
and dealing with the problems which had 
followed the war in a way that should be an 
example to the whole world. (Cheers.)

Thé India Office last night issued the 


following communiqué :— 


“A jatha (organised band) of 500 people 
reached Jaito, in Nabha, a Sikh State in the 
Punjab, on February 21st, accompanied by a 
crowd of Akalis (a Sikh sect) estimated at 
over 6,000. The latter were armed with axes 
and some firearms. They semper to force a 
passage to the Gurdwara (Sikh shrine) and 
attacked the State officials and troops, firing 
repeatedly at the latter. The troops were 
obliged to reply with fire, which was care- 
fully controlled. The Akalis finally dispersed 
with the Joss of 14 killed. No member of the 
actual jatha was injured.” 

The India Office adds :—‘‘ Since the resigna- 
tion of the Maharajah of Nabba in July last 
the Akali Sikhs, under the guidance of thie 
Shiromani Gurdwara Parbandhek Committee, 
have tried to create trouble in the Nabha 
State. From day to day jathas of organised 
bands of Akali Sikhs have gathered in the 
Punjab to march over the border to Jaito, 
in the Nabha State, ostensibly to hold 
religious meetings at the Sikh shrine. 
at Jaito, but in reality for political de- 
monstrations. Those bands, which have 
been small in number, were deported because 
they refused to undertake merely to worship 
at the shrine and depart.’ Their demonstra- 
tions caused political excitement. i 

“ On the present occasion the Akalis orga- 
nised a demonstration on a much bigger 
scale, the Jatha numbering 500, compared 
with the usual Jathas of 25. 

“The Jatha left Amritsar on February 
9 and arrived at Jaito on February 21, the 
anniversary of the fight at Nankana, two 
years ago, when the Akalis suffered heavily 
at the hands of the ‘ Mahant,” in possession, 
when endeavouring to seize a shrine. The 
trouble at Jaito, it will be noted, did not 
arise from the Jatha itself, but from the 
great crowd of Akali Sikhs which accom- 
panied it from British territory. 


SIKHS AS MARTYRS, 
LAHORE, Friday. 

In the fighting at Jaito the Akali ‘Jatha 
had the special name of Shahida, which sig- 
nifies martyrs. During the course of its pil- 
rimage from Amritsar the Jatha was greeted 
á the villagers as men entering the jaws of 
death. This Jatha seems to have been very 
determined, as a cotplet has been found 
which says that any Sikh. not sacrificing him- 
self dishonours his religion and is no longer. 
a Sikh. The seopegneda work of the Jatha 
has done much to fevice the move- 
ment, which was undoubtedly  flag- 
ging. The object of the Akalis was 
ostensibly the performance of religious cere- 
monies in the Jaito Gurdwara, but their 
underlying objective was the establishment of 
a base in the Nabha State, in order to 
embarrass the present Administration. Dr. 
Kitchlen and Professor Gidwani, who were 
arrested, will, it is understood, be charged 
with waging war.—(7'imes Copyright.) 

DELHI, Friday. 

One hundred prisoners were taken at Jaito, 
including the agitator, Dr. Kitchlen, who, it 
may be remembered, was arrested at Amritsar 
in April, 1919. He had arrived on the scene 
in a motor car. The authorities took special 
care to prevent any action which could be 
construed as offending the religious suscepti- 
bilities of the Sikhs. The Granth Sahib (the 
sacred book of the Sikhs) was reverently 
deposited in the Dharamsala (Sikh Temple). 
The Jatha itself was not fired on, and no 
member of it was injured. It is obvious that 
the collection of so large a crowd of armed 
men, under an Peotone, show of discipline, 
cannot be described as a religious demonstra- 
tion. 

The authorities appear to be on exceptionally 
strong ground in the handling of a difficult 
situation, for the Akalis opened fire at first. 
Moreover, the firing of the State Forces was 
strictly controlled, and measures were taken 
for attending to the wounded. 

Further developments will be anxiously 
awaited. An inquiry has been ordered, It 
is safe to prophesy that much wild talk will 
follow, but it is doubtful whether the Sikh 
extremists are sufficiently self-confident to 
believe that they can induce their followers, 
in the face of this proof of the authorities’ 
firmness, to strike a blow for Sikhism. In 
any country but India, the pretence that the 
Akali’ is a non-violent movement would 
now be: abandoned, but just as the basic 
violence of the movement, from the time it 
ceased to be of an exclusively religious char- 
acter, had been sedulously ignored. by ex- 
tremist politicians, so it may be assumed that 
the same intentional blindness will continue.—

CHAIRMAN’S DEFENCE OF 
ADMINISTRATION. 


The inguiry into the administration of the 
Clare County Council concluded last evening. 
Captain John D. Moloney, Vice-Chairman of 
the Council, stated that he attended thirty- 
eight of the thirty-nine geueral meetings and 
101 of 108 finance meetings. He had taken 
charge of the work of organising meetings, as 
most of the members were on the run, and 
arranging for the members’ safety. 

Mr. Hubert Hunt, another member of the 
Council, said he attended practically all the 
meetings of the Council “‘‘during the Terror.’’ 
Under all the circumstances of the times, the 
administration could not have been of the most 
economical character. He thought they did 
marvellous work. The people were behind 
them in the fight, and paid their rates more 
willingly then than they did either since or 
before. 

Major-General Brennan, Chairman of the 
Council, said he attended every meeting of 
the present County Council up to the time 
of the signing of the Treaty. At those meet- 
ings they always had their rifles with them. 
They had made every effort to clear up the 
collection of rates made by the volunteers. 
The chief reason for the non-payment of rates 
was the campaign that had heen going on 
against the payment of anything if it could 

safely avoided. 

“If we devoted our whole time to the 
County Council business,” said the witness, 
““we could have made a better job of it, but 
we ourselves think that we did not make such 
a bad job of it considering all the cireum- 
stances, because we saved our country from 
destruction.’’

The lecturer held that it was reasonable to 
assume that the stronghold had been cap- 
tured and destroyed in 1507, when Bruce in- 
vaded Aberdeenshire. Bruce's policy was to 
dismantle castles as soon as he recovered 
shem, and Coull Castle was known to have 
been held by the English 4s late as July, 
1505.

The provisional settlement of the dock 
strike has not yet been ratified, but definite 
progress towards that desirable end was made 
yesterday.

Some of these telegrams gave the informa 
tion that resolutions had been passed against 
acceptance of the terms. Therefore, although 
the great majority of the delegates had been 
convinced during the discussion that the con- 
ference ought to accept the terms, it was 
deemed advisable not to take a final decision 
until the delegates had had an opportunity of 
explaining the whole position to the men 
themselves. 

It is expected that mass meetings will he 
convened at the ports either to-day or to- 
morrow, and Monday’s decision will be de- 
termined by the resolution passed at these 
meetings. 

In the event of ratification of the settle- 
ment on Monday, it will be possible for work 
to be resumed at the majority of the ports 
on Tuesday morning.

At Glasgow Harbour, where 74 steamers, 
several with considerable cargoes of food- 
stufis, are held up, many of the crews have 
been paid off, and about 2.000 seamen, fire- 
men and other ratings are idle.

The Times, in the course of editorial 
comment on the dock strike, remarks :—The 
strike, we may now hwpe, will soon be a 
thing of the past. The inconvenience, turmoil 
and loss that have been caused must be 
written off like a bad debt. It will be well 
if it appears in the result that there are io 
disturbing reactions, Trouble too often 
breeds troudle, and unpleasant symptoms of 
extended unrest appeared day by day as the 
strike continued. Prudent trade union leaders 
will take timely precautions to .tem an un- 
reasoning insurgence. The trade union move- 
ment, it should never be forgotten, derives 
much of its strength from its discipline. The 
success of the dockers in improving their con- 
ditions of employment may lead to the easy, 
but dangerous, assumption that the circum- 
stances of every industry permit of the suc- 
cessful imitation of their tactics. Unhappily, 
‘his ts not the case. The handicap under 
which some of our manufacturing industries 
are labouring has been unpleasantly revealed 
within the last few days by the failure to 
secure important contracts that have gone to 
Italy and Germany. Such facts speak for 
themselves; but whatever the circumstances 
of an industry may be, the claims of its 
workmen reasonably presented for betterment 
of conditions are entitled to careful and, so 
far as may be, to considerate treatment. 


THE FALL OF THE FRANC,

WILD EXPENDITURE OF THE 
PAST. 


The Times, in & leading article upon the 
fott of the franc, observes:—The cause of the 
whole trouble is simply that the French 
Budget does not balance. The same thing is 
happening in France as happened on a large 
scale in Germany. Instead of taxation of an 
acequate kind, there has hitherto been in- 
flation. The resulting fall in the value of the 
franc reduces, indeed, the burden of debt, bot 
increases expenditure owing to the conse- 
qeut rises in prices. So far as revenue is 
concerned ad valorem taxes tend to produce 
more, and though the aggregate revenue will 
Ea“ be increased in consequence of the 

igher level of prices, the increase will cer- 
tainly be less than the growth of exnenditure. 
The net result is that a Budget which may 
balance at the time when it is drawn up, 
shows an actual deficit on collection. 
The net increase of the public debt 
of France im _ the las four years 
has been 98,044,000,000 francs. To the un- 
fortunate result of financing the restoration of 
the devastated areas by means of short-term 
loans, pending the payment of reparations by 
Germany, has been added the economic effect 
of the Ruhr policy, which has postponed the 
possibility of Germany's paying the sums re- 
quired of her. It ig not easy to say how far 
that policy has been profitable from the mer 
bookkeeping point of view. 

The French Minister of Finance recently 
claimed that the working of the Ruhr for 
1923 had produced a surplus of about 
500,000,000 francs; but when it is considered 
that the total public borrowing provided for 
under the special Budget this year amounts 
to 15,000,000,000 francs, that 118,000,000,000 
francs have been expended to date ' on Ger- 
man account,” and that it is estimated that in 
the next six years 44,000,000,000 francs may 
have t6 be found, the triviality of the alleged 
“Ruhr profit” is apparent. According to 
the last available report of the Reparation 
Commission the total cash received by France 
from Germany in the first six months of 
1923, appears to have been £16,000, and the 
value of deliveries in kind, £642,200. The 
Ruhr adventure may have more than paid 
for the expenses of occupation, but the fact 
temains that it has been accompanied by 4 
deterioration in the financial position of 
France. The French Budget must face the 
facts, and for the wild expenditure of the 

t, based on the assumption that Germany 
would shortly make it good, must be sub- 
stituted a recognition that stable finance rests 
not on pious hopes, but on making both ends 
meet. 


THE ETERNAL RENT PROBLEM. 
The Westmineter Gazette says :—The heated 
tone of yesterday’s debate in the Commons 
on rent control is to be deprecated. The social 
problem with which the House was dealing 
18 grave, and is not to be solved by taunting 
speeches on one side or the other. Reut con- 
trol remains as the legacy of successive 
Ministers who have failed in the task of 
roviding houses for the people. It involves, 
et us admit, a substantial injustice to the 
owners of one particular form of capital, but

Scotland was beaten, and deservdly so, by 
France at Paris, and Ireland beat France at 
Lansdowne road. Much has been written 
detrimental to the play of the French in the 
game at Lansdowne road, which wag remark- 
able in view of the glowing accounts of their 
great game at Paris. My view of it was that 
the French team played very fine football, 
and were beaten by a better side, a view 
which was borne out by the game at Belfast, 
where we saw Irish forwards giving Eng- 
land’s pack a hotter time than they had ex- 
perienced for several years. Lack of scoring 
ability amongst oyr backs deprived us of vic- 
tory, but a very httle bit of luck would have 
turned the game in our favour. 

While, as stated, always having a grea/ 
respect for Scottish forward play, we hav 
every reason for expecting the Irish eight tu 
come out on top in to-day’s struggle, for 
they have already beaten two great packs. in 
There may not he 
very marked superiority on either side, but 
we are satisfied that the Irish eight this 
season is a really tip-top one, and, as was the 
case last season, improvement is shown at 
each time of playing. 

Unfortunately, we have not the same reasons 
for having confidence in our backs. Their 
defence is quite satisfactory, but in the two 
games played we saw that they are a bit 
behind in modern tactics. Defence alone does 
not win matches, and there is the possibility 
of the same disheartening experience we had 
at Belfast, when all the grand work of our 
forwards for three-fourths of the game went 
for nothing before a few brilliant bursts of 
back play by England. 

If our forwards play as against France 
and England, we now know it is not enough; 
our backs must support their efforts to the 
extent of securing tries. At Belfast I thought 
more risks might have been taken with a 
view to this end; for, apart from the actual 
value of scores, the moral effect they have on 
a side counts for nearly as much. A pack ot 
forwards constantly getting the better of the 
gruelling struggles with their opponents are 
bound to fall. away if no encouragement is 
given them to keep up their efforts. It will 
be a hard, keen'y contested game to-day, and, 
if our backs can rise superior to their play of 
the other games, there is the possibility of an 
Trish win. But there must be no mistake 
about the task in hand. Scottish teams never 
go down lightly, and the side which wins will 
have earned victory only through hard and 
clever play. 

I am one of those who would have retained 
W. FE. Crawford on the team. if only on ac- 
count of his great experience ond knowledge of 
‘International games. His dropping was due 
‘to an error of judgment on his part in 
playing when he was unfit, and this is hardlv 
the kind of mistake he would make a second 
time. 1 doubt if the error of judgment can 
even be laid against him, for in deciding to 
nlav at Belfast he was influenced by the fact 
that his presence on the field would inspire 
confidence in the other players: When one 
considers the closing scene of the French 
game at Lansdowne road, where Crawford was 
carried off the field shoulder high, the un- 
questioned héro of the game, it is hard to 
realise that he is not considered good enough 
for to-day’s game. ‘ 

J. W. Stewart, however, is a safe, reliable 
player, and may be depended upon to hold 
up our last line of defence with credit: he 
may possibly do better than Crawford did 
at Belfast, and, despite the loss of the 
guiding powers of the ex-captain, the team 
should at least play up to the standard set 
against France and England. 

If the Irish backs show a little of the enter- 
prise which was missing at Belfast, the team 
should be capable of winning. A good, dry 
ground is all that is required to ensure a 
fine game, full of that robust and strictly 
straight play which characterises games be- 
tween Scotland and Ireland. 

A pecuhar point about the international 
tournament as it stands at present is that, 
while Ireland could vet win the champion- 
ship, the winning.of the coveted triple crow: 
is only open to England and Scotland.

DUBLIN COMMISSION. 


PENAL SERVITUDE FOR BANK 
ROBBER. 


Five youths, named John McMahon, 
William Harte, Thomas Boland, Peter 
Morris, and John Bird, convicted at the 
Dublin Commission of breaking into a shop 
at 12 Ellis's quay, Dublin, with felonius in- 
tent, were put forward for sentence at the 
sitting of the Court at Green street yester- 
day morning. | 

McMahon, Harte, Boland, and Morris were 
ordered to be detained in a Borstal institu- 
tion for three years. A sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, was 
recorded against Bird, who was ordered to 
find bail to be of good behaviour for two 
years. 

James O'Rourke was sentenced to three 
years’ penal servitude for a bank robbery 
at Duniavin, Co. Wicklow 

A sentence of twelve months, with hard 
labour, was recorded against Jeremiah O’Sul- 
livan, a native of Co. Kerry, who leaded 
guilty to the manslaughter of John lifford, 
in the course of a quarrel, on the 6th August 
last. He was allowed out on his own recog- 
nisances to keep the peace for three years. 


IRISH DIVORCE SUITS. 


TWO HEARD IN LONDON. 


Yesterday, in. the Divorce Court, London, 
Mr. Justice Hill had before him the un- 
defended petition of Mrs. Moyra Phebe 
Redman, of Carlow House, Monasterevan, 
County Kildare, for a decree mist against 
her husband, William James Redman, on 
the ground of his non-compliance with an 
order for restitution of conjugal rights, and 
his adultery. i 

His lordship granted the petitioner a decree 
nisi, with costs, and the custody of the 
children. | ) 

Mr. Justice Hill granted Mrs. Kathleen 
Hadow, of Seacourt, Bangor, County Down, 
a decree nisi against her husband, Douglas 
Scot Hadow, on the ground of his adultery. 
The suit was undefended. 


ASSURANCE LAWS.

ENGLISH COMPANIES IN THE. 
FREE STATE. 


At yesterday's meeting, in Dublin, of the 
Commission appointed to report on the Indus- 
trial Assurance Laws of the Free State, 
Mr. C. E. Howell presiding, Messrs. William 
O'Reilly and Denis M‘Cullagh, Secretary and 
Chairman, respectively, of the New Ireland 
Assurance Collecting Society, were examined. 

Mr. M‘Cullagh said that what he described 
as ‘‘foreign’’ companies should have a 
registered head office in the Free State. In 
this way. stamp duties arising out of insurance 
wotld accrue to the national Exchequer. 

Mr. O'Reilly said that, so far as companies 
were concerned, he would advocate a deposit 
of £20,000; and in the case of sccieties a 
deposit of £10,000 up to a certain specified 
period. 

Replying to the Chairman, Mr. M‘Cullagh 
said that they desired to see the Irish insur- 
ance business built up, but they had no 
objection to English offices coming in on an 
@qual footing with Irish offices. 

The Commission adjourned.

ALLEGED DISTORTION. 


One of these papers, the Jrish Independent 
—the a hr oe ing if en geis " 
was icularly offensive in the way it dis- 
ri lead supp d news. He cared not 
one jot about its opinions, but by its sup- 
pression’ and distortion of news it put itself 
out of court. when it was demanding the 
right to publish, because publicity o that 
kind required fairness, a fair statement of 
both sides of the case.

The President said that it was‘ unnecessary 
to go into further explanation of the matter.

He ' thought when intro- 
ducing the resolution that there would be 
general support, They could not now, in 
view of the motion of the Postmaster. 
General, refuse to publish the evidence. He 
(the President) had deliberately excluded from 
his motion any interference with the Com- 
mittee, He thought it unfair if persons’ 
names were mentioned in the course of evi- 
dence, and if these persons had not been 
acquainted of the evidence given against 
them. He took it that Major Cooper's 
motion ought to come before Mr. Walsh's, 
and he would like that persons whose names 
had been mentioned should attend and make 
statements with reference to any statement 
made. He withdrew his motion. 

Major Cooper then moved his motion—that 
the evidence and documents before the Com- 
mittee on Broadcasting be printed and circt- 
lated, and that any persons whose names 
were brought into it have an opportunity of 
making statements, and that they be printed 
and circulated in conjunction with the original 
documents and evidence. 

Mr. Blythe suggested that the names of 
ersons in confidential documents should not 

e published, as it was desirable that the 
privilege of confidence should be retained. 

Major Cooper said that he entirely agreed. 

Mr. wm, suggested that all documents 
which came before the Committee should be 
published, and any subsequent ones which 
would be required could be published in a 
separate volume.

REFORMS IN THE AIR. 
The time had, however, come when, as was

Mr. Thompson made special reference to the 
success of A. H. M. Hillis, who in June last 
won the first classival sizarship, a wonderful 
achievement for a boy who came to the High 
School less than two years before from the 
Masonic School, without knowing a word of 
Greek. Last October Hillis entered Trinity Col- 
lege with the first place at the Junior Exhibi- 
tion examination, over a hundred marks ahead 
of the secontdl candidate, winning the Junior 
Exhibition of £20 a year, and being awarded 
also by the Governors their Erasmus Smith 
Exhibition, increased to £20 a year as a 
mark of special merit. Hillis also gained 
three entrance prizes for Greek and Latin 
verse, and for Latin prose composition.

| THE BISHOP OF CASHEL. 

The Bishop of Cashel congratulated the 
headmaster, his staff, and the pupils, not only 
upon the results of an admirable year’s worh 
but also upon the marked efficiency. with 
whieh the school had been conducted in all 
its details. They had listened to a record of 
which any school might well be proud. In 
five years the numbers on the roll had in- 
creased by almost 100. The Governors wished 
him to say that the important place which the 
High School occupied in the educational life 
of the city was largely due to the whole- 
hearted zeal, the patient and the skilful at- 
tention to detgil, the broad grasp of true 
education which Mr. Thompson had shown 
in the performance of his important duties. 

Proceeding; Dr. Miller said that he agreea 
heartily with the headmaster's opinion as to 
the work performed by the late Intermediate 
Education Board. The old system did a great 
deal of educational » although they were 
quite willing to admit that the new way 
might be better. Commenting on the outline 
of the proposed changes, which has appeared 
in the newspapers, his lordship said :— 

he system of annual examinations, upon 
the results of which fees were paid for suc- 
cessful students, was open to grave objec- 
tions. It is not necessary to mention them 
now, because the case against them has been 
admitted, but it is cause for congratulation 
that the examinations which will be con- 
ducted in the future will remedy the defects 
of the past by emphasising the connection of 
a boy’s education in the school with his future 
eareer in life. We are looking forward to 
the co-ordination of education, primary, secon- 
dary and university, and also to the co-ordina- 
tion of education with the entrance to various 
callings in life by means of certificates from 
public schools. Hí the old results fees system 
passes away, it follows that the old methods 
of payment passes with it, and if this is car- 
ried out, it will be warmly welcomed. 

THE OLD RESULTS SYSTEM. 

The ition which a nation occupies 
amongst other nations depends to a much 
greater degree upon: the general level of the 
education of its people than upon the brilliant 
few. The old results system, by placing a 
financial weight upon the shoulders of the 
teachers, must have had a depressing in- 
fluence upon the earnest educationist who was 
anxious to do his duty to all the boys under 
his care. Now, we understand, it ig proposed 
to pay by a capitation rate, which wil) free 
the teacher from the former financial strain, 
and will give him the opportunity and the in- 
centive to throw himself more zealously into 
the great ‘work which he is doing for the 
nation. ? 

We have all heard with profound pleasure 

that the scale of teachers’ salaries is to be 
gs upon a satisfactory basis. For a very 
ong series of years intermediate school teach- 
ing was not a profession recognised by the 
State; men. took up-the work for a time in 
order to qualify for some other profession. 
Now we are at last beginning to recognise 
that the most important national work which 
can be undertaken is the moral and intel- 
leetual training of the rising generation, and 
if that work is to be successfully performed 
it must be done through teachers specially 
trained, who are remunerated in proportion to 
the services which they render to the nation. 
This is now recognised, arid when suitable 
superannuation is provided the Ee of 
intermediate school teaching will be placed 
upon a sound and satisfactory basis. 


COMPULSORY IRISH. 

There is a question which we are a little 
anxious about at present, as to whether the 
Trish language should be made a compulsory 
subject in intermediate schools. It is cult 
and complicated. We all must feel sympathy 
with the ideal which so many of our leading 
fellow-countrymen have placed before them. 
At the same time, there are two sides to this 
very importent question, and is feared by some 
very wise and far-seeing éducationists, that to 

this subject compulsory at once would 
introduce a considerable amount of confusion 
and genera! educational loss into school life. 
Irish may be said; from the point of view of 
school work, to be a new subject. There are 
two methods of dealing with the question, the 
first g to make this subject compulsory, 
the r to make it a tee and to attract 
ils to the study of the Janguage by special

tongue. 

The Archbishop said that he had observed 
in that morning a paper that the*Prince of 
Wales had been present at Mill pil School, 
where one of the boys had worked out a cer- 
tain wireless apparatus with which the boy 
had sent and received messages from America. 
There, he said, was the case of a boy doing 
something on his own. He wanted that 
spirit encouraged and stimulated in that 
school. He wanted the boys, not merely to 
take and use other people’s apparatus, but to 
invent apparatus of their own and be able to 
say that was their work. (Applause.)

RECORDER OF DUBLIN 
AND TRAM COMPANY.

During the hearing yesterday of the Dublin 
United Tramway Company s claim for com- 
pensation in respect of the destruction of their 
offices at 9 b r Sackville street, the 
Recorder oí Dublin referred to the destroyed 
building ás an advertisément for an insurance 
company, and stated that he would put no 
par én on the ratepayers for anything like 
hat. 

Serjeant Hanna, who appeared for the 
Tramway Company, said that if there was a 
re-instatement clause they would have to re- 
construct the building exactly on the old 


es. 

The Recorder—I do not think so. I am en- 
titled to look at the district. This was put up 
as an advertising building, and I will not give 
money to put up another advertising building. 

Serjeant Hanna said that the original claim 
was for £12,465. It is now reduced to 
£10,500. ‘The Board of Works estimate was 
£8,524. That gave a difference, roughly, of 
£2,000, which arose on the question of re- 
building two rear walls. 

Mr. Rishisah, for the company, said his 
estimate for rebuilding was £19,687. It 
would be necessary to rebuild both the back 
walls. Qn the specification, Messrs. Good 
had tendered for rebuilding at £12,600. 

Mr. W. A. Dixon, of Messrs. Dixon and 
McDonnell, said it would be necessary to re- 
build the back walls. He would not advise 
the company to rebuild on the wall. in 
Cathedral lane, as it was cracked. His esti- 
mate was £10,687 2s. 8d. 

The Recorder said that he ‘thought the 
building was out of place and ridiculous as a 
tramway office. 

Serjeant Hanna—The place was. built as an. 
office. 

The Recorder—What right have you to put 
up the Royal Arms over it? 

Serjeant Hanna—That is only making our 
claim ridiculous. Why should we not put 
up the arms of the Free State. 

The Recorder—Put up any arms you like. 
You have no intention of putting them up 
again, and [ will take it off the claim. 

Serjeant Hanna—We have to put in some- 
thing for what was there before. 1 cannot 
understand the attitude of the Government 
toward the Tramway Co. 

Mr. Sullivan, K.C. (for the Ministry of 
Finance)—This is the first case in which there 
has been any heat. 

The Recorder—I know the tramway people 
longer than anyone, and I am not going to 
give them one sixpence that I would not give 
to anybody else. 

Serjeant Hanna—We do not ask for it, but 
the suggestion is that we got the place cheap. 

The Recorder—Not at all. 1 will insist 
on having evidence. 

Mr. Sullivan, K.C.—It is not the law that 
they are to put up a building exactly corre- 
sponding with the former one. It is not a 
matter of the Government's attitude at all. 
The premises were purchased by the Tram- 
way Company in 1892 for £3,000.

modern, the new book has the steady ad- 

vantage that it is being talked of as well 
as read. If I take up some classio that I have 
neglected since student days, I may enjoy my 
reading, but I will not be able to share my 
new delight. I may be moved as by fresh 
grief, listening to that immortal lament for 
Illa Lesbia; Í may dream of refuge in the 
achools of Athens from the unkindness of 
Cynthia, or relish the poet's rose-time warn- 
iug to that learned maiden, sung to Herrick 
and Ronsard’s tune; but I will hardly chance 
on one among my friends in whose mind 
Catullus and Propertius stand in equally lively 
recollection. Unless I am a brillant talker, 
like Dr. Yeats, and can send my hearers to 
their books, my excitement imnust remain ny 
own. Beda sum, non Gulielmus. It is other- 
wise with current literature. If I enjoy the 
latest Kaye-Smith novel, I will have the 
further pleasure of testing my judgment 
azainst. the judgment.of the reviewers; and 
down at the club everyone will be well-primed 
to debate my opinion that ‘‘ The End of the 
House of Alard ” is thé poorest example of 
ite author's genius, 

Few people get all the happiness from the 
classics they should. For most of us there 
remain undiscovered tracks. - In young davs 
we read the more famous Dickens and Scoit 
books, and later we go back to the old 
volumes to laugh again at the Pickwick trial, 
the adventure of the Black Knight and the 
Jolly Friar, or Jingling Geordie’s dealings 
with his King. A dozen Scott novels and 
several Dickens characters are forever beyond 
our ken. This is not as it should be. the 
classics should not be devoured in youth, but 
spread over a lifetime. Last year I read 
“Great Expectations’’ for the first time. I 
envy those to whom that is a pleasure “et 
to come; but I have still “ The Antiquary ” 
to enjoy. '

In fairyland, but nowhere else, there cre 
editors who have the classics reviewed a]! 
over again, as well as noticing the trivialit.es 
of the time. In'this world writers gener- 
ally think that the classics should never 
be mentioned save to say something 
startling or bizarre or topical “about them. 
That sweetest creation of the 19th century 
novel, Trollope’s Mr. Harding, ‘becomes a 
patient for the psycho-analyst. The Brontés 
are quarried for texts for feminists. The 
Bible is searched, not as by our fathers of old, 
but for proofs of Baconism.. After modern 
treatment a great book remains a name—a 
name and a horrible example. I want to 
come on reviews, week by week, of great 
writers I. have not read, or have neglected 
since a reading long ago. These reviews, or 
re-reviews, would ‘treat an Austen novel as a 
new Walpole book is treated—telling me 


| what it is about, though not rehearsing the 


plot, and giving me a tempting taste of 
the flavour. This would send me, and others 


with me, back to Arcady. We all hesitate to 
go alone 

Of late there has been an amazing revival 
of interest in Trollope, and I notice that the 
Barchester novels have been brought out in 
a new and costly edition. Every day we 
meet people full of convert’s enthusiasm. 
Partly this is due to the general reaction to 
the quiet Victorian world and thirst for the 
peace that left the earth ten years ago; but 
it was Professor Saintsbury’s re-reviewing of 
Trollope that advertised to the jaded race the 
calm beauty of Barchester. 

Similarly, Raleigh, in the _ tercentenary 
year, sent us all to Cervantes with a new 
zest. Then Mr. John Bailey's recent essay on 
the Shakespearean Histories lighted for many 
a reader the most neglected portion of Shake- 
speare's work. Mr. Bailey reminded us that 
the poet, like the old chroniclers, saw in his- 
tory only the ‘doings of the Royal folk; his 
pageant of Kings was full of treachery and 
crime. Yet do those plays resemble a national 
epic. Shakespeare could not show his Kings 
as saintly, tut he could display them as 
great. They appealed to him, not as sacred 
beings, but as men—and kinsmen, His not to 
justify, but to depict and to admite. When 
he drew the splendid, sinful lords of that 
royal England that ended with Elizabeth, 
touching them with his own greatness, he 
would stir his countrymen as Homer stirred 
the Greeks. 

A simpler example—I am at a railway book- 
stall seeking train-reading, If I buy a Sherlock 
Holmes or “ Sapper ” story, I know what 
mood it will please. An old book is a darker 
choice. Usuaily 1 find Cavaliers ahd Round 
heads rather dull folk. Harrison Ains- 
worth is a writer whose twopence- 
coloured ‘tales I heartily dislike. Now 
there is a book of that writers, 
a cavalier story, on every bookstal], thanks to 
Mr. Herbert Jenkins’ enterprise. My favourite 
literary journal classed that book under 
“reprints,” instead of reviewing it. How 
then should I know that '' Ovingdean Grange”’ 
is a healthy, breezy book, with the bright 
air of Sussex sweetening every page’ How 
should I know that for once Airisworth was 
not Harrisonesque’ How should I know that 
behind Mr. Jenkins’s pictare-wrapper is 
folded a tale that out-Stevensons Stevenson 
and un-Buchans Buchan’! ' 

A famous prig once said that when a new 
book came out he read an old one. Were 
his' rule followed generally there would .be 
no old books to read. I Ré” [ will always 
resemble Dr. Johnson, if in nothing else, in 
being interested in my own times, though I 
fear I will never be able, like him, to sit down 
to a-newly-published “ History of Birming- 
ham,” Week by week I read about new 
books, whereof, perhans, one in three touches 
my interests; but if 1 were told, in the same 
lucid, explanatory way, of one old master- 
piece each wéek, not one in three would fail 
to interest me. It would be a good rule: 
when a dozen new books have been dealt 
with, talk about an old one, I

sympathetic way—-Mr. Chesterton does not 
settle down even on the last page of the book. 
One is exasperated by the alarmingly “' quick 
changes “ of his actors: Someone into someone 
else. and again another. self, 
again to the (first. White is black, 
You are Me, I am Saturday or Sunday, 
everyone and everything is tossed in a 
juggler’s game to the air. It is hard to keep 
to er evén to catch up to, and one is 
mentally left far behind with one’s tongue 
hanging out from the exertion. One is tired 
—if not sad: for does not the juggling of ideas 
point to ultimate unbelief? 
Let us take Mr. Pain in “ The Celestial 
Grocery,’’ the first story in “‘ Collected Tales.” 
The hero is driving in a ca» in a ordinary 
street in London when he finds himself out of 
the world. in a strange place opposite the 
Celestial Grocery. The horse belonging to the 
cab talks to him, and tells him to look over 
the parapet. He does so and sees a golden haze 
of stars, one of which is the distant Earth. 
The grocer sells abstract ideas. One of these 
is Pure White Crystallised Disinterested Love. 
The hero orders some of this, and is enjoying 
it in a conservatory when, in the middle of a 
poetic sentence, he is suddenly transported 
back to the grocery. The grocer asks him 
how he liked it. The hero replies favourably, 
while inferring that a little goes a long way, 
and inquires how much it is a pound. But 
the grocem tells him that it is not sold hy 
the pound, but in spasms. tre is also 
““ Political ‘Success’ and “Literary Fame -” 
on sale.’ Bat with “Real Happiness you 
buy the ingredients and blend them yourself. 
Of grocer’s shelves are apparently

THE IRISH LANGUAGE —IV.

MERE are two remarkable features about 
modern [rish which distinguish it from 
other Janguages. These are  aspira- 

tion” and “‘eclipsis.’’ The rule about the 
former was, in earlier times, that when an 
aspirable consonant occurred between two 
vowels, that consonant was aspirated 
(Séimhighthe). Aspirable consonants are, 
chiefly, “bó “ee sd, “f," sign nm,” 
‘hy? is,” “it.” When aspirated, any given 
consonant receives its voiced. sound. EA 7 
aspirated is sounded “' V,” or, m some places, 
“W.’’ (Compare the English of Mr. Weller. 
senior.) “DPD” aspirated becomes “G,' 
utteral; “P”' aspirated becomes “ F,” etc. 
in this way. the Irish alphabet makes up 
missing sounds, without having the number 
of letters usually found in European alpha- 
bets. 

Aspiration nowadays is invariably indicated 
by putting a dot over the sn wage letter. 
In has type aspiration is shown by add. 
ing a ‘‘h’’ to the aspirated letter. ‘‘ Feis, 
a Parliament or Assembly, if preceded by 
the adjective, “ Ard” (high), has its “F” 
aspirated or silenced. Hence, the phrase, 
“ Ard-Fheis” (Chief Assembly, or, in prac- 
tice, usually Annual Convention), is pro- 
nounced Aurdesh. Aspiration occurs in most 
languages. JZiber became '' Livre’’ in French 
by aspirating the Latin 'b.' Father came 
from Pater by aspirating the initial letter. 
We have this process even in modern Eng- 
lish, as when the Londoner asks for a glass 
of ‘‘bihher’’ (bitter), or when he says he is 
going into the ‘“‘Cihy.’’ ‘The strange thing 
about aspiration in modern Irish is that it 
occsrs habitually, in accordance with strict 
grammatical rules.

read the ghort stories in the American 
journals often ask themselves whether 

in a hundred years from now the American 
iG be will be recognisable as an off-shoot 

ish to any but the trained philologist. 

As it is, what is one to say when one reads 
some such example of prose as this: ‘In a 
flash joint near Eget 42nd street a guy with 
the monicker of Elihu P, Watlles was fingering 
of his gat. Unlike most skates he was coun- 
try raised, and looked a hayseed, but anyone 
who figured on Elihu P. as being a rube much 
less a goop was like to have it handed to 
him.” This language can hardly be termed 
nervous English, though an American friend, 
surprised whee | asked him the meaning of 


‘‘goop,” defined it in the clear terms: ‘A | 


goop, eit, is a rube and then some!” But 
whatever speech it belongs to it is certainly 
forceful, picturesque, and full of colour. It 
has what the Americans call.** punch.” 

It has * punch,’ but it has not polish. You 
cannot get a fine style from those who habi- 
tually use @rgot, simply because they are not 
persons of fine tastes, tradition and percep- 
tion. That is what Montaigne meant when he 
said that the style isthe man. We can afford 
to allow the American language to take care 
of itself, only hoping that the acquisition of it 
by our children’s children may not be made 
compulsory by some future Board of Educa- 
tion. But we cannot afford to allow our own 
heritage of English to take care 
of itself. Yet are there not signs 
all round us that the influence of the 
American school is causing, if not a con- 
tempt for good stvle, certainly a neglect of it ! 
Those who hemoan the use of the split in- 
finitive might well realise that there are 
more serious dangers to the language. Mr. 
Conrad, for example, makes deliberate use 
of the split infinitive when he thinks he can 
get strength or rhythm by doing so, yet 
none can deny that Mr. Conrad is a master 
of English prose. On the other hand, the 
head lines used in some of the more popular 
journals, the constructions allowed in some 
much-read works of fiction, and the con- 
stant use of the curious verb “ to avail of" 
are portents worth heeding. 

Nobody nowadays expects a Minister to 
put some young poct into a Government place 
for chronicling a victory in a campaign, 
whether in the field or at.the polls. The 
days of Addison and my Lord Godolphin are 
no more, but is it too much to expect that 
those who direct educational policies and 
those who preside over the fortunes of 
authors, whether in the. Presa or in the pub- 
lishing house, should encourage style rather 
than pass it by as of no account. It may 
be that the glory of the age of Pericles or 
the splendour of the age of Augustus came 
from the leisure of the times, but if we can- 
not have the leisure of Athens, can we not 
have, what is almost as important in the 
making of a standard of taste and a standard 
of creation as well, that encouragement from 
men of power and of discrimination which 
made the Renaissance possible, ind built up 
the wonder of the Elizabethan time?
